Plutarch of Cheronea, a City of Boetia, was an hiſtorian, 
philoſopher and orator ; he was greatly in eſteem in the time 
of Nerva and Trajan ; he ftudied under Aumonius, then went 
into Greece and Egypt to conſult the. learned, and took memoirs 
ſof what was curious. He came to Rome and was honour'd with| 
the conſular dignity. He was employed in divers negociations, 
and afterwards returned to his own country, where it is thought 
he died. He wrote the lives of illuſtrious men n both of Groecs 
and Rome. 

Trajan, the 14th Roman emperor, came from Seville in 
Spain, but when be was adopted by Nerva he was at Cologn in| 
[Germany, and he was the firſt foreigner that got poſſeſſion of 
the Roman empire: Plutarch was his maſter, and he was one of 
the greateſt generals that ever ſat upon a throne ; he was ſweet- 
temper'd, merciful, and prudent ; and was ſo charitable to his 
[folders who were wounded in his wars with the Dacians, that 
he tore off his own ſhirt to bind up their wounds when. they had 
Ino linnen of their own. 3 

Trajan is made Pontifex Maximus, and obtains the title of 
Optimus.
